STRICTIONS.

Editor, Florida Skip: 


I have been out of the country 
for several weeks and have fi- 
nally caught up with Skip. 
Among these I read with great 
interest Mr. Zigler’s bit on the 
use of Q signals in phone work. 


Let face it “Q” signals are as 
much a part of phone operation 
as they are CW. As an example 
even the newest operator on any 
band knows the meaning of 
QSY, he uses the expression 
QRX, QTH is another along with 
QSB. Many hams today do not 
even consider the use of these 
symbols in AM phone as using 
using the “Q” signals. As for 
the legality, I wonder why not. 
You know what is being said, so 
a code is not being used, the 
translation is published for all to 
look up if necessary and the 
“Q” signals are recognized inter- 
nationally (see 12.105 ed.) 

However if you had mention- 
ed some of the new 7 letter cals 
I would go along with you. What 
cals as an example W 4 Nuand 
a T or a K4 RNNG. Many op- 
erators are giving out their cal] 
letters and putting the wrods 
“and a’ before the last letter. 
In saying this the two words 
“and a” are slurred and comes 
out sounding like N thus mak- 
ing for an illegal call sign. In 
the giving of cal signs stations 


should be concise without phon- 
etics at least once every time 
the signature is given. In my 
estimation the most confusing 
and flagrent disregard for the 
law is as follows. “W-whiskey 
the number 4, n-nancy, u-uncle, 
t-tom;” type of call sign, I 
feel that it should be W4NUT 
or Whiskey Four Uncle Tom. 
And the two never should be in- 
termixed. It is most confusing 
and when out on theair shows all 
listening that the user does not 
think that the listening station 
operators have any brains. 

While up on the soap box I 
might just as well touch on 
something dear to all of our 
hearts. The revision of our pre- 
sent licensing structure. It is 
high time that this be done. And 
I would like to submit the follow- 
ing plan: 

(1) Novice and technician re- 
quirements and bands remain 
the same. 

(2) Class B requirements. 13 
wpm cw, written same as now 
holder entitled to operate 15, 10, 
6, 2, etc phone. 160 thru 20 cw 
only and only in designated spot 
frequencies. Maximum rated in- 
put power 250 watts. Must hold 
this class at least 18 months be- 
forebecoming elegible for class 
“A” ticket. 

(3) Class A requirements. 18 
words per minute, including all 
punctuation. Same written but 
reexamination with more string- 
ent requirements as to percent- 
age of correct, with moretechni- 
cal requirements thus improving 
the breed. Holder priviledged to 
operate phone 160 thru VHF 
bands excluding 20 meter phone. 
Maximum useable power 500 DC 


watts input. Must hold license — 


for one year before trying for 
Amateur Extra Class. 

(4) Amateur Extra Class. 
Same as presently, holders able 
to operate 20 meter phone. Max. 
imum power 1500 watts de input. 

This is a_ solution that is 
workable and is working at the 
present, there is an incentive for 
B people to move up, and would 
tend to make the “Appliance op- 
erators” and “black box pres- 
tege” boys get on the ball. It 
wouln unclhtter the bands thrh 
the inability of some to pass 
even the easiest exam. Amatehr 
radio would again become a 
hobby of some know how, Would 
drive out the memory experts 
and clean up amateur radio. In- 
cidentaly this is not a new idea, 
but a modifiration of the pre- 
sent Canadian method. It sure 
works there. I have never heard 
a Canadian Lid.

SUCCESS 


Someday I am going to write 
a book entitled “How to Run a 
Successful Radio Store.” I sup- 
pose in the meantime I must 
be satisfied to just spout off in 
Florida Skip. Something like 
this is needed in Florida at this 
time as I genuinely believe our 
economic conditions have been 
going down hill for a long time. 
Whether it be Union Strikes, 
Cuban Conditions, or just Hote 
Weather — who cares? At least 
WE can’t do much about it, as 
just plain hams. 

I DO believe I could improve 
the Ham Radio Store economics. 
During the past 35 or 40 years, 
I have seen at least a hundred 
ham radio stores fold. First, 
they start out complaining about 
the poor ham business in gen- 
eral. Second, they spread their 
talents, first from one thing 
then the next, and entirely al- 
together too thin to be noticed 
in the first place! Thirdly, most 
think they can make a “gold 
strike” and clean up overnight. 

You take your favorite or 
most successful ham store is 
town, or in the next county; 
WHY IS HE SUCCESSFUL? Is 
it because he always has time 
to gab with you? Or is it be- 
cause he is wealthy and can af- 
ford to stock every new whim 
that comes along on a long term 
gamble that you will eventu- 
ally breok down and buy it. Or, 
perhaps he gives the “stuff” 
away with a “just under the 
counter profit.” 

DON’T YOU BELIEVE IT! 
The successful dealer plans his 
business. Watch his advertis- 
ing. The successful dealer care- 
fully and methodically plans 
weeks ahead. Watch his coun- 
ters. The successful dealer keeps 
them clean and stocked with 
active parts, not junk he wants 
to peddle. Watch his store win- 
dows. They seem to say, “COME 
IN — Look around, it’s cooler 
inside!” Every successful ham 
store has a large Bulletin Board 
for QSL cards, ham ads, pho- 
tos, etc. Probably a lotof junk, 
it’s true, but it made me feel 
“WANTED” and that was most 
important! Call books, Log 
boks, magazines and ham cat- 
alogs and literature all avail- 
able, and not, “Just Fresh Out.” 


The “store-keeper” has a lot 
of woes, why I remember when 
people called up and askd me 
to deliver a 36c item, two miles 
across town!

Se 
you fellows who do the buying, 


use a little discretion with the 
other fellows time. Figure out a 
way to pay for the “Free Cof- 
fee” once in awhile, say “Hello” 
to the delivery boy, and please 
don’t block the driveway dur- 
ing the rush hours. 

The Ham Store is just like a 
“Club.” If it isn’t, you better 
close the doors or get in some 
other business. In general, “Off 
the street” trade is a pain in 
the neck. It may be CASH, 
it’s true, but, “how far can you 
stretch a buck now a days?” 
The man in the street wants 
“Collins Quality’ at Nippon 
prices. As complicated as elec- 
tronics is, you’ll never make 
him happy without first giving 
him a free $100 Education in 
electronics, and even then as a 
last resort, you wind up asking 
him to join the “club.” The 
“Regular Club Members” drift 
in all week, but generally gang 
up on Saturday. What you have 
taught them during the week, 
you hope they will impart to 
your new customers on Satur- 
day. This used to always work, 
and it gave me a great feeling 
of final authority to hear them 
say, “The Old Man says.. .” 

The success of any ham store 
depends on how much LOVE 
you put into it. Goodwill is 99.9 
per cent of success. Theother .1 
per cent is being able to say, 
“NO” at the proper time. The 
successful dealer will give you 
the shirt off his back, before 
HE LOSES IT! I’ve heard many 
a dealer squawk because of the 
“Trade-In” business. Do you 
know that more than 75 per cent 
of the hams can’t afford New 
Equipment, and that at least 90 
per cent are shopping for some 
good used equipment? You say, 
“All used equipment needs re- 
pair work,” and of cours that 
can kill all the profit. On a new 
sale you can afford to take this 
risk, because “everybody in 
town will hear about Hanks new 
rig that he brought from... ” 
On a “Trade for Trade,’’ this is 
something different. A sharp 
trader will discount for “rust” 
and he should know his customer 
well enough to know how and 
where he got it, and how well 
he took care of it. 

It might pay the successful 
dealer to drop in on his compe- 
titors once in a while. A read- 
ing library with hundreds of 
books is not the total answer. 
Row after row of brand new 
equipment is not the total ans- 
wer. A working ham rig in “ye 
ole Ham Shack” is not the total 
answer. It takes a combination 
of everything a ham desires 
plus the kind understanding of 
a patient Ham Department

AMENDMENT OF PART 12 
AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 


Effective March 21, 1963, Sec- 
tion 12.186 is amended by addi- 
tion of the following clause 
at the end of the first sentence 
in paragraph (a): 

os . except that for a per- 
iod of continuous mobile opera- 
tion, the time of each transmis- 
sion may be omitted, provided 
that the dates and times of com- 
mencing and terminating such 
mobile operation are entered in 
the log.” As amended, Section 
12.136(a) reads as follows: 

(a) The date and time of each 
transmission, except that for a 
period of continuous mobile op- 
eration the time of each trans- 
mission may be omitted, pro- 
vided that the dates and times 
of each transmissionM SHIT 
of comencing and terminating 
suck: mobile operation are en- 
tered in the log. (The date need 
only be entered once for each 
day’s operation. The expression 
‘time of each transmission” 
means the time of making a 
call and need not be repeated 
during the sequence of communi- 
cation which immediately fol- 
lows: however, an entry shall be 
made in the log when signing 
off so as to show the period 
during which communication 
was carried on.) 


SPACE COMMUNICATIONS 


Proposals are being made to 
use a total of 2.975 mc. in four 
bands for operational commu- 
nications satellites on a shared 
basis with fixed and mobile 
services. 

Hughes Syncom relay commu- 
nications satellite scheduled for 
launch in February, 1963. 

Scientific predictions  indi- 
cated that solar activity will be 
at minimum from July, 1964 to 
July, 1965. This has been des- 
ignated as the “International 
Year of the Quiet Sun.” 

NASA scientists estimate that

ALTERNATE FREQS. 
Withthe avilability of 160 


meters now a reality, we have a 
new back-stop available for 
AREC communications. Power 
is so limited, allocations so split, 
and antennas so large, however, 
that we can’t put any primary 
reliance on it. 

Alternate AREC frequencies 
have been designated for net 
A/B and Net D. Since SSB op- 
eration is not authorized, no 
Net C alternate has been desig- 
nated. Net D (QFEN) can op- 
erate close to the adjacent band 
edge, and a broad receiver can 
hear signals in both segments. 
Therefore, QFEN is assigned 
1900.5 in the western half of the 
state, and 1899.5 in the eastern 
half. 

Roughly the panhandle and 
western half of the peninsula 
use 1900-1925 and 1975-2000 ke. 
The rest of the state uses 1800- 
1825 and 1875 - 1900 ke. This 
is close enough to permit quick 
QSY on the receiver from seg- 
ment to segment. 

Normally we expect to use 
these frequencies mainly to QSY 
to move traffic between sta- 
tions which are having trouble 
on other bands. 160 meter nets 
will not normally be “directed.” 
They will be mainly useful in 
winetrtime “long skip” condi- 
tions on 75 and 80, but will 
also be valuable back-up circuits 
conecting key cities. Imagine, 
for example, long skip on 75 
and 80 meters with high QRM 
levels from the midwest. With 
most traffic coming into the 
Key Cities from their surround- 
ing areas via VHF links, it can 
readily move from key city to 
key city via 160. — if the faci- 
lities exist. Are you ready for 
160? — — Florida SECs.

ARRL OB 889

granted the League’s request for 
relaxed mobile logging require- 
ments, eliminating the need for 
separate time entries opposite 
the call of each station worked.

This approach to the linear

The RF power amplifier of 
an SSB xmtr receives its input 
from the exciter. The fhnction 
of the PA is to increase the 
power level of the input signal 
without changing the input 
waveshape. Thus the envelope 
of the output must be a replica 
of the input envelope and a 


power amplifier which performs | 


this function is a linear. 


PAs are broken down by clas. 
sification and designated as A 
B or C according to the angle 
of plate current flow; that 
is, that portion in degrees of a 
360 degree RF input cycle dur- 
ing which plate current flows. 
Class A has a continuous pc 
flow over a small portion of the 
pe range of the tube, and is 
generally used in HF receivers 
and low level amplifiers because 
of low distortion. However, 
while its linearity is good, effi- 
ciency in converting de input 
into rf output is poor. 

In Class B the grids are bi- 
ased to near pe cutoff so that 
the pe flow approximates 180 
degrees of the rf cycle and if 
the pe flow is increased to more 
than 180 but less than 360 de- 
grees the amplifier becomes 
Class AB. Boththese types are 
used in the high power stages of 
rf linears to achieve higher ef- 
ficiency and maximum output 
depending on tube characteris- 
tics and the operating require- 
ments. Class AB draws appre- 
ciably more static pe than B. 

In Class C the bias is in- 


creased beyond cutoff so that 


pe flows less 180 degrees of the 
rf cycle which provides the ad- 
vantage of 65 to 85 percent 
plate efficiency. However, these 
amplifiers are not suited to SSB 
since they are not linear and 
will not respond to low level in- 
put signals due to bias beyond 


cut off. 


Variations of these basic 
classes are designated by a sub- 
script number in order to indi- 
cate whether or not the tube is 
operated in the positive grid 
region over a part of the cycle. 
Class AB1 indicates the con- 
trol grid never goes positive 
with respect to the cathode and 
no current is drawn. On the 
other hand AB2 indicates that 
the grid does go positive with 
respect to the cathode and grid 
current is drawn. Since Class A 
amplifiers nearly always are op- 
erated without grid current and

ARRL NO. 893 


With the conrurrence of the 
U.S. Coast Guard, FCC has can- 
celled the restriction on single 
sideband operation which was to 
have been effective April 15. 
Sideband emission may thus con- 
tinue to be used in the amateur 
segments of 1800 to 2000 kc. 

Amateurs are notified, how- 
ever, by the director of telecom- 
munications management that 
increased requirements for 
Loran opration include reacti- 
vation of the. 1900 ke channel 
which will result in additional 
restrictions in the gulf area in 
band segments 1875 to 1900 and 
1900 to 1925 ke on or about June 
one. 


RECIPROCAL LICENSE BILL 


Senator Barry Golwater (now 
K7UGA) introduced §S.920, a 
bill to amend the Communica- 
tions Act so as to permit our 
Government to enter into re- 
ciprocal amateur operating ag- 
reements with other nations. 
Twenty-three other Senators 
joined with him in this action 
as co-sponsors. The bill has 
been referred to the Commit- 
tee on Commerce. 

You will recall that S. 2361 
died in the Congress last year, 
due to the communications sate- 
Ylite bill taking priority and re- 
quiring extensive committee 
attention. Subsequently, ARRL 
President Hoover, General Coun- 
sel Booth asd oJhn “Huntoon, 
after consultation with our Ex- 
ecutive Committee, conferred 
with various branches of the 
Government to discuss infor- 
mally the - various objections 
which had been known to exist 
concerning the reciprocal licen- 
sing proposal. 

These sessions led us to the 
conclusion that a somewhat dif- 
ferent approach would still fill 
amateur requirements and at 
the same time solve ‘some. of 
the policy questions which had 
been raised. 

The concept is identical to the 
arrangement which now exists 
with Canada: Our Government 
would enter into agreements 
with individual countries to 
permit amateurs of one nation 
to operate in the territory of 
the other. The approach is 
therefore no longer reciprocal 
licensing, but reciprocal operat- 
ing agreements. 

Our Government would not 
license aliens; it would permit 
amateurs who were citizens of 
countries with which we would 
have agreements, and who Were 
already licensed by said coun- 
tries, tv operate their amateur 
stations in the U. S. The alien 
amateur would use his own call 
sign with a suitable portable 
designator. A similar arrange- 
ment would apply for our ama- 
teurs visiting countries with 
which agreements would be 
signed. 

Senator Goldwater has found 
this approach quite acceptable 
and has adopted it in his new 
bill. General Counsel Booth has 
worked particularly closely with 
his office and others, and did 
most of the work of drafting 
the language. Informal liaison 
with other agencies indicates 
that the new approach will en- 
counter less ojection than last 
year’s atempt.

land or water. A speedometer 
will give this information at a 
glance. They are also handy 
when passing through restricted 
speed zones and to give the oper- 
ator some idea as to. how the 
engine is performing. 


A marine compass is a good 
and inexpensive. investment for 
those who do their boating on 
large or strange waterways. Il- 
luminated models are recom- 
mended for boating at night. 


The list of accessories is al- 
most endless. Depth finders, 
ship-to-shore radios, tachom- 
eters, barometers and clocks are 
a few examples, Choosing acces- 
sories properly takes some care- 
ful consideration. Before buying, 
decide which items will give you 
the most enjoyment and be most 
valuable in your own type 0 
boating.

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
AREC and RACES 

The Cuban crisis served to 
point out the need to keep oru 
RACES sales in trim! 

For those of you who are un- 
familar with the _ distinction, 
here is the relationship in Flor- 
ida between AREC and RACES. 

AREC is purely amateur or- 
ganization under the sponsor- 
ship and direction of ARRL, 
with considerable financial help 
from the League. 

Its services in communica- 
tion emergencies are available 
to anyone and to any agency. 
AREC servesthem all. We have 
no Rd Cross circuits. We have 
no Civil Defense nets. But all 
AREC nets handle traffic for 
Civil Defense and Red Cross, 
the Coast Guard, state and local 
government and private indivi- 
duals impartialy, and in accor- 
dance with a priority plan which 
is fully described in the AREC 
Manual of Operations. 

AREC Functions at all times 
and in all communication em- 
ergencies. It is written into the 
State Civil Defense Plan for 
Natural Disasters by name. The 
State CD plan points out that 
the services of amateur radio 
are available through AREC 
and that they will function ac- 
cording to the StateAREC Plan, 
to aid CD with their traffic. 

However, in the event the Pre- 
sident of the United States de- 
clares a state of emergeney, 
amateur radio will go off the 
air. AREC could not function 
because amateur radio éan not 
function under these circum- 
stances. It would happened if 
Cuba fired a single missile. 

A special arm of Civil De- 
fense communications, however, 
is designed to use (former) am- 
ateur frequencies under the 
name Radio Amateur Civil Em- 
ergency Service (RACES). This 
service is an integral part of 
the CD organization, under di- 
rect CD control. It handles only 
CD traffic under a special set 
of RACES regulations. 

Naturally, RACES operators 
in most cases are amateur li- 
censees. In most cases RACES 
circuits use amateur-owned eq- 
uipment. RACES would be un- 
able to function without the ac- 
tive cooperation and partici- 
pation of amateur. So it is nat- 
ural that AREC members should 
be keenly interested in making 
their services and know how av- 
ailable to Civil Defense in this 
capacity.

FLORIDA ARRL STANDINGS 


We are very hoappy to reprint 
the following statements taken 
from the Annual Reports of the 
ARRL for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1962. This is how 
both sections in Florida stack- 
ed up against the other 73 
ARRL section on a nation-wide 
basis:

Recognizing 
that gasoline generators are 
noisy, a station may be consid- 
ered to be operating on emer- 
gency power if the station op- 
erates from non-commercial 
power at least two hours during 
the drill.
